DB.  PAUL  SPEAKS 
TB  T 


Dr.  J.  H.  Paul  met  with  the  Young 
Democrats  of  the  university  Wednes- 
day afternbon  and  proceeded  to  shed 
much  light  upon  the  issues  of  the 
coming  presidential  Campaign.  He  was 
very  frank  in  his  criticism  'of  the 
present  administration  and  in  the  ad- 
vocation of  old  democratic  principles, 
among  which  was  the  question  of 
tariff. 

It  was  this  question  of  tariff  that 
made  William  Jennings  I?ryan  so 
famous  and  so  unpopular  among  the 
wealthy  Republicans,  and  other  poorer 
Republicans,  in  his  several  trys  for  the 
office  of  president  of  the  United 
States.  Dr.  Paul  went  on  to  state 
that  not  one  professor  of  economics 
that  he  knew  about  advocated  a tariff 
policy,  yet  we  are  so  ensnared  with 
it  that  a getting  away  from  its  prongs 
is  practically  impossible. 

“The  religious  argument  against  Al. 
Smith,”  said  Dr.  Paul,  who  is  demo- 
cratic candidate  for  congress  in  this 
senatorial  district  of  Utah,  “is  in  viola- 
tion of  the  constitution.”  This  cfties- 
tion  is  not  so  popular  in  the  west  as 
it  is  in  the  east,  for  there  it  is  a vital 
issue,  and  although  Mr.  Hoover 
pledges  himself  against  its  use,  the 
party  are  still  using  it  in  his  favor. 
The  Mormon  church  has  taken  the 
most  advanced  and  liberal  ground  on 
this  question  of  any  of  the  churches 
for  fully  should  they  appreciate  such 
an  issue  as  that  of  religion. 

In*  bringing  up  this  question  of  pro- 
hibition, Dr.  Paul  said,  “Do  we  want 
nation-wide  temperance  or  the  mere 
use  of  the  word  prohibition?”  He  went 
on  to  say  that  in  the  large  cities  the 
bootlegging  elements  are  in  'absolute 
rule,  and  any  of  you  who  know  of  the 
mysterious  organization  known  as,  the 
.Order  of  Sevens  know  that  the  Re- 
publican party  hks  to  have  their  en- 
dorsement if  they  are  to  win.  “It  is  an 
almost  unthinkable  situation,”  he  said 
when  the  bootlegging  element  endorse 
the  Republican  party,  for  to  them  pro- 
hibition means  wealth. 

In  talking  of  Republican  prosperity. 
Dr.  Paul  gave  some  statistics  that 
were  astonishing.  He  said,  “The  Re- 
publicans claim  to  have  given  the 
farmer  better  conditions  than  they 
had  during  Democratic  administration 
before  the  Republicans  went  into 
power.  “The  actual  facts,”  he  said,  “are 
that  we  exported  much  less  in  1921-22 
than  we  did  in  the  years  1919-1920.” 


GEOLOGY  LAB.  HAS 
BARE  COLLECTION 


. That  students  are  rather  interested 
in  the  “good  old  days” — referring  to 
anytime  back  to  a few  million  years 
of  happenings  s on  this  old  earth  of 
ours,  is  evident  from  the  enrollment 
in  geology  glasses,  which  exceeds  two 
hundred.  There  are  five  classes 
given  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Geo. 
Hansen,  assisted  by  Eldon  Dennis. 
Dr.  Hansen,  acting  head  of  the  de- 
partment, is  a graduate  from  George 
Washington  university,  and  is  replac- 
ing Dr.  Murray  O.  Hayes,  who  is  on, 
leave  of  absence  and  who  at  present 
is  associated  with  the  Baldwin  Radio 
and  Wilson  corporations,  both  of  Salt 
Lake,  in  the  capacity  of  patent  at- 
torney and  industrial  research  agent. 

The  department  has  one  of  the  most 
complete  and  extensive  mineral  dis- 
plays in  the  west,  and  the  array  of 
fossils  rivals  many,  particularly  of  the 
Cambrian  fossils  of  the  Wasatch  or 
older  origin.  Dr.  Hansen  has  a per- 
sonal collection  of  Cretaceous  fossils 
which  he  gathered  in  Texas  during 
1927.  Texas  is  the  m’ost  noted  field 
for  type-forni  of  these  old  things. 
The  collection  of  pre-historic  South 
American  pottery  is  outstandingly  the 
best  in  the  entire  west,  baring  none. 
These  are  on  display  in  Room  D and 
everybody  should  look  them  over  if 
for  no  other  reason  than  to  impress 
the  folks  back  home  that  he  is  seeing 
things  on  a big  scale  denied  the 
common  folks.  Many  reproductions 
of  ancient  forefathers  in  the  animaf 
kingdom  might  also  stimulate  interest 
in  the  advantages  of  evolution. 

Pehaps,  the  most  popular  item  will 
be  the  partial  resurrection  of  the  giant 
elephant  which  was  recently  found  at 
Payson,  and  which  has  been  present- 
ed to  the  university.  It  is  known  as 
Virchideskodon  Imperation,  or  more 
commonly,  Imperial  Mammoth,  and 
comes  from  the  best  family  of  ele- 
phants. It  is  the  largest  of  all  such 
specie  and  probably  towering  some^l4 
feet  skyward.  It  is  older  than  ‘the 
gravel  beds  found  on  Maeser  Hill,  and 
in  olden’  times  wandered  over  the 
country  all  the  way  from  Texas  to 
Nebraska.  The  excavation  has  yielded 
a fine  pair  of  tusks,  which  are  very 
rare.  These  are  circular  and  some 
six  feet  in  length,  Reconstruction  is 
now  in  progress. 

Some  very  interesting  things 
be  seen  around  this  department.

DEAN  STAUFFER 
TO  VISIT  B.  Y.  U 

Dean  Stauffer  of  the  University  of 
Kansas,  and  a representative  of  the 
Association  of  American  Universities, 
will  be  a campus  visitor  next  week- 
end. Dean  Stauffer  is  at  present  mak- 
ing an  inspection  tour  of  several  west- 
ern colleges  and  universities. 


"Students  in  the  department  of  arts 
and  sciences  are  more  enthusiastic  and 
are  taking  a better  grasp  of  their 
work  this  year  than  ever  before,”  states 
Dean  Carl  F.  Eyring,  head  of  this 
department. 

Approximately  three  hundred  stu- 
dents are  enrolled,  about  fifty  of  whom 
are  seniors  and  candidates  for  the 
Bachelor  of  Arts  or-  Bachelor  of 
Science  degrees  at  graduation.  In 
this  college,  practically  every  depart- 
ment of  work  is  being  majored  in,  in- 
cluding the  physical,  biological  and 
social  sciences,  English  and  languages, 
and  physical  education. 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  college 
of  arts  and  sciences  is  to  meet  tfce 
needs  of  students  who  desire  a broad 
and  liberal  education  that  will  enable 
them  to  find  and  take  their  places  in 
the  complex  civilization  of  today.  Or- 
dinarily the  object  of  the  first  two 
years  of  the  university  curriculum 
to  introduce  the  student  to  the  funda- 
mental fields  of  human  interest  and 
to  provide  a broad  b^sis  for  later 
specialization.  In  order  that  these 
purposes  may  be  achieved,  certain 
studies  have  been  outlined  for  stu- 
dents in  all  departments,  known  as  the 
group  requirement  plan.  All  of  the 
subjects  in  the  four  groups  are  un- 
der the  department  of  arts  and  sci- 
ences. This  plan  went  into  effect  this 
year  and  so  far  has  proved  successful. 
According  to  Dean  Eyring,  students 
have  shown  at  this  registration,  bet 
ter  than  ever  before,  a mind  of  their 
own  in  determining  their  courses  and 
seem  to  be  more  certain  of  what  is 
required  of  them  for  their  lower  divi- 
sion work. 

In  order  to  facilitate  students  filling 
these  groups  as  early  in  their  courses 
and  as  conveniently  as  possible  the 
following  courses  will  be  repeated  in' 
the  winter  and  spring  quarters: 

GROUP  1. 

Mathematics  and  Physical  Science. 

Chemistry  1,  Winter. 

Physics  11.  Winter  and  Spring. 

Geology  11,  Spring. 

GROUP  2. 

Biology  and  Psychology. 

Botany  12,  Winter. 

Zoology  11,  Winter. 

Psychology  11,  Winter  and  Spring.' 

GROUP  3. 

Social  Science. 

History  1,  Winter  and  Spring. 

Other  courses  will  be  given  as  list- 
ed in  the  catalogue. 

All  of  these  group  requirement  sub- 
jects are  merely  survey  courses  cover- 
ing one  quarter  only.  They  are  in- 
tended to  give  the  student  an  insight 
into  the  general  field  of  study  in  o$- 
der  to  give  him  a liberal  attitude  to- 
ward all  lines  of  work.  They  may 
enable  him  to  find  the  subject  in 
which  he  would  like  to  specialize  later. 

All  classes  are  reported  to  be  well 
filled,  especially  are  there  more  stu- 
dents enrolled  in  the  more  difficult 
courses  of  the  various  sciences.  More 
upper  division  work  is  being  done, 
showing  a keener  interest  in  specializ- 
ing along  specific  lines.

D,uring  the  last  two  or  three  years  dis- 
cussion of  the  question,  “Resolved,  that 
Democratic  government  is  a failure,”  has 
been  widespread  throughout  our  country.  Not 
only  is  it  a debatable  question,  but  on  which 
is  causing  a great  deal  of  perplexity  among  our 
foremost  thinkers. 

It  is  contended  by  the  opponents  of  de-

The  pre- 
ponderance of  evidence  indicates  that  such  a 
statement  is  true,  and  chief  among  the  leaders 
of  political  indifference  are  the  college  men 
and  women. 

Could  it  be  true  that  college  students  have 
no  convictions  ? That  they  care  not  who  robs 
the  public  coffers?-  That  they  are  indifferent 
to  machine  politics,  and  corruption  among 
those  in  whose  hands  rests  the  constitution 
and  welfare  of  our  country?  We  hope  that 
such  assertions  are  false  and  without  founda- 
tion. 

College  men  and  women  do  care!  But 
on  the  other  hand  they  do  not  act. 

Before  another  month  is  history  a new 
President  of  the  United  States  will  have  been 
elected.  Whether  that  President  will  repre- 
sent your  ideas  or  not  is  for  you  to  decide. 

Don’t  be  afraid  to  declare  yourself.  Don’t 
hide  your  honest  convictions,  they  are  nothing 
to  be  ashamed  of.  Affiliate  yourself  with  one 
of  the  parties,  and  show  some  signs  of  life.

One  of  the  most  successful  projects  of 
the  Brigham  Young  University  is  the  matinee 
dance.

‘Don’t  Start  Too

A recent  issue  of  the  Boys’  Life 
Magazine,  published  an  article  on  the 
qualifications  necessary  to  make  a 
success  of  college  life,  from  which 
the  following  was  taken: 

“In  order  to  get  the  greatest  bene- 
fit from  a university  course,  a boy 
should  be  mature  enough  to  choose 
the  best  things  for  himself.  -He  must 
be  old  enough  to  select  the  subjects 
that  will  be  of  most  use  to  him  in 
life,  instead  of  just  taking  the  easiest 
ones.  He  must  be  old  enough  to 
choose  the  companions,  and  the  acti- 
vities, that  will  be  best  for  him,  in- 
stead of  simply  choosing  those  that 
will  show  him  a good  time.  He  must 
be  mature  enough  to  develop  good 
habits  of  thought  and  study  and  con- 
duct rather  than  bad  ones.  If  he  has 
to  rely  on  professors  and  advisors,  or 
regulations  and  the  community  police 
to  keep  him  straight  a big  university 
is  no  place  for  him. 

“Do  not  go  to  a university  unless 
you’re  old  enough  to  know  what  you 
want,  and  man  enough  to  see  that 
you  get  it. 

“That  applies  to  far  more  than  the 
mere  choice  of  university  courses  and 
the  ability  to  get  passing  marks.  Here 
is  the  gist  of  a good  ‘university  en- 
trance examination’  that  was  worked 
out  at  a college  for  boys,  and  that  has 
been  used  since  in  the  bulletins  of 
different  universities.  It  deals  with 
qualifications  quite  aside  from 
scholarship  requirements,  that  you  will 
need  at  any  of  the  great  universities 
to  secure  success.  If  you  can’t  pass 
it,  remember  that  the  college  grave- 
yard is  never  full,  and  is  always 
yawning  for  the  fellows  who  are 
weak-willed,  short-sighted,  or  dishon- 
est. If  you  can  pass  it  you  can  be 
sure  that  after  college,  all  the  roads 
to  success  will  be  open.  Here  it  is: 

“Question  1.  Are  you  man  enough 
to  get  up  promptly  every  morning, 
get  to  your  meals  and  to  school  on 
time  every  day,  and  to  bed  at  a fixed 
hour  every  night,  all  of  your  own  in- 
itiative, without  a word  of  reminder 
from  anybody? 

“Question  2.  Are  you  man  enough 
to  go  off  by  yourself  every  day  and 
study  all  your  lessons  till  you  know 
them,  without  having  anyone  tell  you 
to  get  to  work?  At  the  big  univer- 
sities, nobody  makes  you  study.  If 
you  haven’t  grit  enough  to  do  it  of 
your  own  accord,  you  will  soon  be  in 
the  college  graveyard.

“The  quality  I look  for  at  first  is 
best  described  as  the  ability  to  handle 
oneself,"  says  Bill  Roper,  Princeton 
coach,  in  the  November  issue  of 
College  Humor;  “a  close  correlation 
between  mind  and  muscle  which 
shows  in  balance,  speed,  rhythm  and 
grace.  I seek  out  the  men  with  nerve 
and  cheerfulness,  who  do  not  complain 
too  readily  of  bumps  and  discourage- 
ments and  bruises.  The  successful 
coach  studies  his  squad  and  learns 
the  dispositions  and  temperaihents  of 
every  player.  The  unimaginative  boy 
perfectly  set  up  but  utterly  lacking  in 
fire  and  spirit  to  rise  to  a fighting 
pitch  during  a game  is  a thorn  in  any 
coach’s  basket  of  roses. 

“There  is  a general  impressioh  that 
only  big,  brawny  men  have  a chance 
to  excell  in  football.  Coach  Yost,  of 
Michigan,  gives  five  qualities  that 
make  .up  the  football  player:  determ- 
ination, perseveraqce,  coordination, 
brains  and  .strength.  ‘Determination 
not  strength,  is  the  firi't  thing  I look 
for,’  he  says.  ‘The  strong,  brainy, 
coordinated  boy  is  not  an  athlete  un- 
less he  possesses  the  determination 
and  willingness  to  persevere.’ 

“Stagg,  of  Chicago,  believes  that 
football  players  are  born,  not  made, 
‘Certainly,’  he  points  out,  ‘physical  at- 
tributes enter  into  being  a perfect 
football  player,  but  a manufactured 
tackle  or  fullback  will  always  remain 
an  automaton,  a mechanical  player. 
The  boy  who  is  worth  his  weight  in 
gold  is  he  who  is  always  in  every  play 
and  'every  game  up  to  his  neck.’
